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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim 1, drawn to Frequency conversion between signal source and receiver, 
classified in class 45 5 , subclass 131. 

II. Claim 2 5 drawn to combined with diverse art device or entertaining system 
classified in class 455, subclass 3.06. 

II. Claim 3, drawn to receiver for satellite broadcast classified in class 455, subclass 
3.02. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 

single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be 
separately usable. In the instant case, subcombination II has separate utility such as the Music 
station using combined with diverse art device or entertaining system DVD to run on the full 
motion of music, and using the slow scan converter for convert the video to a 3kHz tone for 
broadcast over the commercial AM of FM band. And subcombination III has separate utility 
such as Satellite Radio XM and Sirius New station with receiver for satellite broadcast, See 
MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art because of their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group III or II is not required for Group I, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is

proper.

Claim Rejections -35 USC §102

or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Solomon (U.S. Pub. 
No. 2003/0070174). 

Regarding claim 1, Solomon teaches to be able to enjoy AM or FM Stereo and Still Life 
Pictures using ordinary AM/FM receiving equipment (see fig. 1 and fig. 3, FM receiver 132, and 
display 140 for viewing the picture, or fig. 8, FM receiver 332, page 5, section [0075], page 7, 
section [0108] and page 9, section [0122]). Since the FM receiver, receive the encrypted 
information, process received information and display video information, also the ordinary 
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AM/FM receiving equipment or any AM/FM receiving is FM receiver 132 and FM receiver 332 
in Set Top Box 1 30 or 330.
